I will say in conclusion 


that there is a better opening for all 
kinds of business and for buying land 
that will increase in value thai) there 
was at Docatur sonic twenty years ago, 
and that all kinds of investments made 
in this counly will increase in a greater 
ratio than they have in Macon county, 
lor wo have the location, soil, timber, 
water and rock with which to build up 
u country ihat (!od has so highly favor- 
ed and made so beautiful and healthy, 
and 1 say to one and all who think of 
coming west to conic and sec this part 
before locating elsewhere.

has 


heard something of the Republic of 
Liberia, but it is probable that very 
few have tal.n> the trouble to become 
to any considerable extent familiar with 
its location, extent, or resources. To 
enter into the history of tho country 
would be almost useless. By referring 
to the New American Cyclopaedia we 
will find about all of the ancient (?) 
history of the country. 
I will only 


mention the fact that, after an unsuc- 
cessful attempt to establish a colony on 
Sherbro Island, the first emigrants es- 
tablished themselves on * small island 
in the mouth of the St. Paul river, but 
owing to the unhcalthiness of tho situ- 
ation, removed to Capo Mesurado, Mon- 
rovia, early in 1821. 


Liberia extends along the coast from 


the British colony of Sierra Loono 
about live hundred miles southeast to 
the San 1'cdro river. 
breadth of tho territory 


Tho average 
is about fifty 


miles. 
Along the coast tha land is 


generally low and sandy, but at a short 
distance inland, in sight from the sea, 
it is thickly wooded. In appearance 
the coast is similar to our own below 
the capes ot the Chesapeake. 
At the 


distance of about thirty miles from tho 
const, the country becomes hilly, and 
further inland it becomes mountainous. 
The soil is very fertile and with even 
fair attention could be made to produce 
abundantly for the support of a large 
population. 
All tha vegetables of tho 


temperate zone can be raised if planted 
at the proper time. In addition to the 


The climate is warm and then ii 


enough to be obtained without labor to 
deter them from active life. 
Add to 


this the malarial influence of the cli- 
mate, which is almost fatal to the while 
men and nearly the same to the Ameri- 
can-born negro, and you have enough to 
overcome them. 


When it is remembered that the na- 


tive tribes arc superior in physique, 
natural shrewdness and industry to the 
American negro, so lately refused the 
right to think for himself, it is not sur- 
prising that they have not advanced 
far. 


The Libcrian Government claims ju- 


risdiction over about .30,000 square 
miles of territory, while they ean not 
enforce their laws outside of their vil- 
lages a distance of five mile*. The na- 
tives beat them at war and completely 
shut them up in their towns. 
It seams 


to be the opinion of i!u> majority of the 
people who visit this county that the 
possibilities are grand, but that there is 
not much probability of Liberia ever 
being a great republic. 


The habits and history of the natives 


would be a much more interesting topic 
than the history of •the Liherian It*- 
public, but this article has tiolhinji to 
do with them. 
I may at some future 


time give an account of thorn.

WASHINGTON, Deo. U,—The advisory 


committee of republican senators, con- 
sisting of Morrill, Conkling, Hamlin, 
McMillan, Booth, Kirkwood, Logan and 
Carpenter, hava decided to recommend 
that tho party in the senate commit 
itself to the policy of non-action in re- 
gard to any and all legislation alfooting 
the currency, whether gold, greenbacks 
or silver, during tho present session.
